• He was employed from August until 
the latter part of November as an 
electrician at the Anthony hotel and 
the last seen of him alive so far as the 
officers have been able to learn was 
about 11 o'clock on the morning o£ 
January 1, when he left the home of 
William Kirkham, at 310 West Main 
street.

Disappearance Not Reported. 


Xo report 'of his disappearance was 


.made to the police until this morning 
although he left his grips,- two good 
suits of clothes and some other articles 
of clothing in .his room. 


The'Identification was completed by 


Herman L. Muldoon, who is assistant- 
engineer at the Anthony, and J. H 
Gawthrop, who worked with the man. 
for some time. The dead man was 
about twenty-four years old and a. de- 
serter from the United States navy 
His home was in Boston and. he told 
his acquaintances that he had no 
been at home for seven years. 


•Among his'letters left in the room 


there were none to show that he had 
been in correspondence with the mem 
bers of. his family and there were onl> 
a few epistles from a young woma' 
living in Spokane. 


Adhere to Murder Theyry. 


Prosecutor Thomas' and the polic 


who have been investigating the case 
stick to the murder theory and are 
certain .that the man was killed and 
thrown into the river. 


That murder was committed for the 


money he had is possible but hardly 
probable as he had informed Gawthrop 
a short time before he disappeared 
that he would have to look for a Job 
because he was down to about $50 and 
would not be able to live much longer 
without' working.

Limintour S*ys Mexico Cannot Con- 


sider Intervention. 


New York, March 11.—"To make uae 


of a familiar American expression 'No 
news Is good' news,' " remarked the 
Mexican finance minister, Jose Yves 
Umantour when asked today regard- 
.ng the latest developments in the 
Mexican situation. "I can scarcely say, 
lowever, that there has been 'No news' 
over night. 
The dispatches in this 


morning's papers indicate the matter is 
very well understood by the officials of 
each 'government.' ''I sincerely hope 
:hat very soon there will be an equal-' 
y thorough understanding on the part 
of the people of Mexico and the United 
States. 


"My government cannot consider in- 


tervention for a moment. I think 'the 
United States has no idea of Interven- 
tion and there has been nothing of an 
authoritative character to Indicate that 
intervention has been contemplated by 
any other foreign power having inter- 
ests in Mexico. 


"It Is to be greatly regretted that 


numerous sensational and unwarrant- 
ed statements have been made regard- 
ing conditions in Mexico and also that 
those conditions are not better under- 
stood in the United Statts. 


"To my mind, the association of the 


government of Japan with the gov- 
ernment of Mexico is absurd. 
Of- 


ficial dentals have been issued by 
representatives of both the Japanese 
and Mexican governments that Mexico 
has given privileges to Japan that 
should cause apprehension on the part 
of other governments."

cember 26, 1853, and for many years

This Colerick's hall was also used 


for a, time as a court room. One of 
the most sensational murder cases 
that this county ever had was tried 
there.

Keefcr, convicted of the murder of 
John Dugan. for which both defend- 
ants were hanged, 
t!i<? only double 


hanging that ever took place In a Jail 
enclosure in northern,Indiana and one 
of the only two cases In Allen county

in which the death penalty was

fllcted. 
This was in 1855. 


Our First Theater. 


But it was as our .first theater house 


that Colerick's hall is brought up In 
the memory of many old-time resi- 
dents.

Destroyed by Fire. 


After Ha conversion Into a theater It 


was run tor .some time as such by F. 
C. Boltz as manager, and later by John 
A. Scott and James Geary. Mr. Geary 
was its last lessee. He placed In it a 
stock company, which for two years 
drew immense audiences, playing at 
popular prices. During his stay in this 
city few men were better known. He 
believed in printer's ink and he used 
it while he was running his theater. 
As a result his playhouse was almost 
always crowded.

at the time Mr. Geary was the lessee 
and manager of the Academy of Mu-

Burning of Theater, 


This destruction of the Grand Opera 


house was a great theater fire. It was men, but om 
the second time the playhouse had been women also, 
u'isited by fife, the first one, which too. 
ivas some years previous, not having 
been a very extensive affair. The sec- 
ond fire was one that is well remem- 
bered by many of our citizens. 


It was on the eve of the nation's in- 


dependence day. 
No performance or 


affair of other character had been In 
progress in the theater 'hall during the 
evening. 
About the city and: around 


In the street in front of the opera house 
boys and-young men nad beon firing 
off. cannons, pistols, crackers and-fire- week 
works of various kinds. 
there. 


Just how the fire originated cannot 


be here stated, but it was undoubtedly 
the '•esult of the fireworks exploded 
that .night. In the basement of the 
building was the room of a dealer in 
ragt. Probably a burning exploded 
firecracker had been carelessly thrown 
in there among the rags. Slowly but 
surely it kindled the rags into a. flame 
which rapidly spread. 


The cry of "fire" from one, two, a 


dozen and a score o£ voices, was fol- 
lowed by the sounding of, the fire bells 
and soon the city's fire department 
was at the scene, battling with the 
flames. But It was too late. The the- 
ater was doomed and -when the morn- 
ing of the fourth of July, 1881, dawned 
the Grand Opera house was In ruins 
Colerick's hall and it were placed 
among the things of the past. It wa 
' • never rebuilt as a theater or "public 


hall. Instead, a business building was 
erected on the site and the location

In Lhe 
fall of 1909 vaudeville was again re- 
sumed, with three shows a day, one in 
the afternoon and two at night, with 
10 cents as the admlision price, and 
this continued until -May 1, 1910. 


At this last named date a company 


known as the Fort Yrayne Lyric Thea- 
ter company purchased the interests 
ot the former owners and continued 
the vaudeville till the end of tlie sea- 
son when moving pictures only were 
given during the summer and popular 
prices • resumed.

Among the attaches of the old-time

Held arc George H. Fisher, at present 
and for many years the stage- manager 
at the Temple theater, and Krcd J. 
Tieineke. nt the present the leader of 
the Majestic theater orchestra. They 
are the oldest local men In the thea- 
ter work today and know enough about

and 
present-day 
theaters, 


theatrical 
managers and actors and 


troupes, and theatrical reminiscences, 
to fill an interesting book. 


Mr. Fisher began his connection with 


the theaters In 1877 at the Colcrlck 
hall theater as property man and has 
been continuously in the theater work 
since 1884, at which time the Masonic 
Temple theater was opened as a play- 
house. For a tew years, .between 1877 
and 1884, he was advance man .for one 
of the big circuses -of tlie country. 
This, however, was mostly during ths 
summer months. 


Mr. Reineke Is older in the theatrical 


work than Mr. Fisher. His connection 
with the theaters of Fort Wayne In 
the orchestra began with the old Cole- 
rlck theater, back In t'ne latter- part 
of th'e fifties as a mere lad.. He was a 
pupil In 1857 of Prof. Carl Strubey; 
then orchestra-leader at the Colerick 
theater, ..• 'He remained with -him for 
six years and was then with Prof. Jo; 
Leifel's orchestra, which also did the- 
ater work, until the latter part of the

Tha Temple Theater. 


The Temple theater was the first of 


our theaters with a modern constructed 
auditorium and stage equipments. The 
building, of it was completed in 1884. 
It stands in one of the best locations 
in the city for a playhouse,' at the 
corner of Clinton ana" Wayne streets, 
only one square from Calhoun. Trie 
building in which it is situated, the 
Masonic temple, .belongs to the Mason- 
ic order and was built by them, their 
rooms being in the upper story. The 
lower part was built expressly for the 
theater. 
It is modernly equipped in 


every particular ano will seat over 
350 people. 


It was opened, to the public on the 


night of November 6, 15S4. by 
the 


Emrna Abbott Grand Opera company. 


.and evening shows'of moving-pictures, 
with two vaudeville acts, at .the ad- 
mission price of five cents.' It Is,finely 
equipped in every respect, both in re- 
spect to Its stage and opera chairs 
and' will seat 810 people, 600 on the 
main floor and 210 in the balcony. 


The Majestic Theater. 


The Majestic theater, located on 


East 
Berry 
street, between Clinton 


and Barr, just east of the governmcn' 
building, with a wide lawn between, is 
the 
latest 
up-to-date and modcrnly 


equipped playhouse of Fort Wayne; 
the only one in the city giving per- 
formances of drama, comedy, etc., by 
combination companies. 


The property on wliich it Is located 


was.purchased April 23. 1304, and the 
work .on the building of the new thea- 
ter begun May 1 or that year. Mr. 
M. E. Rice, "one of the present owners, 
giving it his personal supervision. The 
owners are Mr. Hice and Orln Stair. 
The building was entirely completed 
early in October of 1904 and the open- 
ing performance given 
with

land." on the 24th of that mnnth. the 
theater being crowded ami the occa- 
sion the social' event of the season. 


A little over two months from the 


date of Its ripening performance, the 


year 1871. 


Prof: Reineke. was with a circus aa

He has been with it con 
tinuously since, one of the. oldest, bes 
and most widely known musicians i 
the state.

What a difference there is between 


fire and lire: 


What a difference between the fire 


that warms the hearth and cheers the 
home, and the devouring flame that 
consumes the dwelling and leaves the 
homeless household shivering in 
the 


darkness and the cold! 


What a difference between the light- 


ning stroke that shatters the tree, or 
strikes down some fugitive from the 
tempest who has taken refuge beneath 
Its branches, and the same lightning 
when it has been caught In the electric 
battery or conveyed along the conduct- 
ing wires as the motive power that 
runs our factories, carries our trolleys 
or conveys our messages! 


What a difference between the con- 


flagration that sweeps 
away 
some 


mighty city and leaves its warehouses 
and 
homes a mass of smouldering 


ashes, and the lamps that 
light 
a 


thousand streets, or the fires that set 
in motion a thousand factories and all 
the peaceful Industries of life! 


Just as great is the difference be- 


tween the true fire of the Holy Ghost 
and the flames of wild fanaticism—the 
strange fire which Is kindled as its 
counterfeit. wherever God is working. 
We have these two (ires represented in 
our texts—the first representing the 
fire of the Holy Ghost, the second the 
false fires of the enemy. It is a time- 
ly thing to note some of the differences 
between these two fires and distin- 
guish between divine fervor and dan- 
gerous fanaticism. 


I. The true fire is kindled at the 


Altar of Sacrifice. 
The false fire ig- 


nores the blood. The flame which con- 
sumed the sacrifice upon the altar of 
offering also lighted the sacred fire of 
the. altar of incense. There is mucl 
rellgjous fire today .which is merely the 
so-called "enthusiasm of humanity, or 
the emotion stirred by eloquence, art. 
Or zeal for some human 
cause anc 


some selfish interest. 
The two men 


who brought their offerings at the gate 
of 
Eden forever 
i epresent the two 


types of religion. 
Cain comes like a 


gentleman to present his compliments 
in a friendly way to the Lord, and 
make a social call. And God will nav 
none 
of 
him 1 or his 'complirnentarj 


fruits and flowers. Abel comes as a 
sinner and presents, the bloody sacri- 
fice which represents the atonement of 
Xhj|.Lo.rdi-Je,sus..Cluiist; and lo, the de- 
scending fire strikes the altar, con- 
sumes the. sacrifice, and bears-witness 
to" -his acceptance. "No -religious emo- 
tion or experience which fails to recog- 
n.ize. sin and the sacrifice 
of Jesus 


Christ is acceptable to God or safe for 
man.' The blood and the fire can never 
be separated. 


The Source of the True Firs. 


II. The true fire is always found in 


the golden censer which represents the 
priesthood of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
While the altar represents His earthly 
sacrifice, • the 
censer represents ' His 


heavenly intercession. 
Only through 


His name and mediation' can 
sinful 


man find access to the presence of a 
holy God. -All worship, .all prayer and 
all religious feeling which fail to come 
through this, the only Way, are strange 
fire. 


There is a beautfiul custom in con- 


nection with the services , of Easter 
morning in the Church ot the Holy 
Sepulchre in Jerusalem. After the an- 
nouncement, "Tlie Lord is " risen 
in- 


deed," a single taper is lighted at the 
open 
tomb.' and displayed from the 


sacred altar, and then immediately all 
the priest light their tapers at this 
single flame, and passing" down in pro- 
cession light up all the lamps of the 
sanctuary untii the blaze bursts into a 
glorious illumination and 
the _echoes 


whereas the strange fire alwayys seeks 
to exalt self and promote the glory 
o£ some man or woman. 
Nudab and 


Abihu, Koran and his company, all 
wanted to magnify their importance 
and show that they were just as good 
as Aaron and aioses. Jehu's zeal llft- 


up his vainglorious soul and made 


lim say, "Come, see my zeal for the 
Lord of Hosts." And while God used 
nim for a time as the instrument of 
His judgment upon the wicked house 
of Ahub and the priests of Baal, yet 
Jehu 
himself 
got little benefit and 


knew nothing perhaps of the true love 
tind fear of God. Simon Magus wanted 
spiritual gifts, but it was wholly as a 
matter of personal ambition and pe- 
cuniary advantage. 
Many a minister 


would like a great revival and a bap- 
tism of the Spirit to make 
him 
a 


mighty 
preacher and 
build up his 


church and work. But God will have: 
none of this. The more truly we are 
filled with the Holy Spirit, the more 
will we forget ourselves and seek the 
glory of Him that sent us. Whenever 
you see a religious movement or a re- 
ligious leader trying to promote his 
fame, to demand his rights, or to pose 
upon the stage of-sensationalism and 
spectacular popularity, you may well 
sa3-, "Strange fire." 


VI. True lire purities, while'strange 


lire manifests 
itself 
in unhallowed 


forms of sinful indulgence and excess. 
The lire of the Holy Ghost instinctively 
seeks out every sinful thins and all 
that is of the Ilesh and the world and 
consumes it by a divine necessity. The 
baptism of the Holy Ghost always tests 
the heart that receives it and reveals 
to it Its own slnfulness in the most 
glaring and humble light. 


VII. The 
true 
lire 
warms 
and 


blesses! melts the heart. Into tender- 
ness and Inspires the soul with love. 
The false fire leads to criticism, • di- 
vision, censoriousness, harshness, and 
judgment. James'and John are the 
typos o£ the latter seeking to call fire 
down 
from 
heaven to consume the 


people who refuse to honor -and agree 
with them. And the Lord Jesus quiet- 
ly turned to them and said, "Te know 
not what manner^ of- spirit ye are of." 
Their race is not yet extinct. We are 
always coming in contact with young 
Elijahs that leap into a chariot of fire 
and hurl their anathemas against all 
who do not accept their revelations or 
agree with their ''positive 
and 
self- 


confident opinions. The fire of,• God is 
gentle, tender, Jpving, patient, .free, 
from self-assertion,'- strife' and" harsh- 
.ness, .ready, to. make, concessions, easy 
to get along with, and as sweet as it 
is strong. 
God give us a spirit not 


only of power, but- of love and of a 
sound rnind. • 


Channels of the True Fire. 


VIII. The true fire works along the 


ordinary channels of duty, while the 


represented the grace of God in the 
heart, on which a demon hand was I 
constantly pouring water, but still the 
fire burned on. and the spectator won- 
dered until the Interpreter took him 
round behind the scenes where he be- 
held an angel constantly pouring oil 
upon the flame. We grow very tired 
of the religious excitements that last 
while the machinery Is kept moving 
by a lot of human pressure, but dies 
out when the pressure is withdrawn; 
the revivals that are adjusted for the 
week of prayer and the busy season, 
but must.be got out of the way when 
the summer vacation Is on. 
Oh for 


the revival that will last till the dross 
of sin Is all burner! up. the work of 
God is finished, the world evangelized 
and the coming of the Lord prepared: 


X. The 
true fire energizes and 


makes things go. The false fire Is sat- 
isfied- to watch Its own blaze and hear 
its own report. Qi'.tliK Abraham Lin- 
coln used to tell of a steamboat on the 
Mississippi that had a very loud whis- 
tle, but whenever it whistled the boat 
stopped, for It" had only power enough 
to do one thing at a time. How many 
Christians there are that 
put 
their 


strength into their shouts 
and con- 


gratulations, and when we look for re- 
sults, there is nothing, but/the whistle 
The fire of God is an energizing force. 
A recent writer has given a stirring 
account of the fires of Pittsburg that 
are burning night and day, and carry 
ng on tremendous operations and ac- 
complishing results not only worthy of 
comparison 
with 
other 
cities, but 


greater than the combined output of 
whole nations. 
The fire of God kin- 


dled In the heart or Paul turned the 
world upside' down. The fire of God 
in the heart of Luther brought about 
the reformation. 
The fire of God In 


David Livingstone opened 
Africa 
to 


the world. The fire of God in Hudson 
Taylor burst the barriers of Interior 
China, and started that mighty move- 
ment which today has turned that vast 
empire back in its course. 


Baptize with fire this soul of mine. 
Endue me with Thy Spirit's might,

When people are 


struck with • the false fire they

They want to give up 
their ordinary occupations and spurn 
honest labor as beneath 'a consecrated 
Christian. 
They go to preaching and 


prophesying. 
A good pastor, whose 


little flock has been visited 
with 
a 


very unusual religious- awakening, and 
one that has developed-some extraor- 


ring again 
and again, "The Lord is j diriary manifestations 
of the 
Holy 


Spirit, including the girt of tongues, 
declares iii a recent public- statement 
that these very things, beginning:, no 
doubt,; with a genuine operation of 
the Holy Spirit, became so strained, 
exaggerated and abused, .that they 
became a great hindrance to. the work 
of God. led ,to confusion, fanaticism 
and bitter strife and'., division, and it 
was only after 
months of. earnest.' 


humble prayer on the part of the wise 
and true members, that'the work was 
saved from, being arrested- and almost 
destroyed. 
God give us that whole- 


some fire that runs alon? the wires, 
that keeps the wheels .on the track, 
that kindles the heat-which warms the 
hearthstone and fills the home with 
sweetness, and that kindles the furnace 
fires and moves the engines of every 
holy energy and consecrated service. 


IX. The true fire burns on in spite 


of all opposition. The 'false fire burns 
itself out after its brief sensation and' 
leaves only ashes and darkness. John 
Bunyan tells us of the flame which 


risen indeed!" So, every lamp of faith 
and hope and love in the believer's 
heart and the saint's experience must 
start from the open grave .of' Christ 
and the heavenly flame nf His glorious 
censer as our High Priest before the 
throne. "I am the way, the truth and

III. The true fire is kindled by the 


Holy. Ghost and comes

The - false fire is earth-born 


and conies from mere human emotion, 
Intellectual culture, heart-stirring elo- 
quence, or selfish zeal. It • may even 
come from a spirit of fear and a guilty 
conscience- The fires of remorse may 
bring the most awful sense of sin and 
yet 
have 
no 
saving or 'sanctifying 


power. 
AH true spiritual fire must 


come from heaven. 
Until we receive 


the Holy Ghost we can have no true 
spiritual life or 
acceptable 
worship. 


No man can call Jesus* Lord in the 
true sense of acknowledging Him as 
our Lord without the Holy Ghost. The 
most eloquent and Impressive preach- 
ing may be inspired by human genius, 
imagination and 
elocution 
and 
the 


tears which it evokes are not essen- 
tially different from the tears that arc 
shed in the opera house under the in- 
fluence of some brilliant actor or gifted 
singer. 


IV. The true fire is fed by the fuel 


of God's Word. The strange fire de- 
pends upon human reasoning or inter- 
ior revelations which come only from 
the icnis fntuus light of our own im- 
agination. 


The world is full of this kind of 


Icht and flame. We have the revela- 
Mons of Spiritualism, the dreams of 
TTiposophy and the fatuous fooleries of 
Christian Science. The desire of many 
people for a. religion of feellnsr and a 
life guided by impulse rather than con- 
viction and truth is the beginning of 
(he same process nnd sure to lead 
eventually to the most dangerous de- 
lusions. There- !s no sur^r test of any 
reli.eious experience than the simple 
TVorfl of. Gofl. 


V. The true fire not only descend? 


from heaven, but go?s back to heaveri 


•ujjreme purpose So glorify God,

The Evil of Intemperance. 


This story of an ancient nation de- 


feated by drink Is strikingly paralleled 
In our own time. All around us we 
see the evils of Intemperance, dragging 
not alone individuals, but nations to 
the abyss of ruin.

Liquor and Accident*. 


Dr. Hugo Deutsch, on behalf of the 
lerman Society of Abstaining Physi- 
cians, last year conducted an inquiry, 
continuing throughout the whole year 
and covering 2,800 working men at 
Brunn, with regard to the relation of 
drink to accidents. The result, briefly 
stated, is that workmen who spend 
more than «fxty cents per week for 
alcoholic drinks have double the num- 
ber of accidents experienced by those 
who abstain from alcoholic drinks. Dr. 
Deutsch compiles the following table:
